Washington, Feb. 14—Congressional 
investigation into land grants to the 
Northern Pacific* Railroad was asked 
in resolutions introduced in the house 
Wednesday by Chairman Sinnotty of 
the public lands committee, and in 
the senate by Senator Heflin, D em o-1 
erat, of Alabama. 
The resolutions introduced at the 
request of Secretaries Work and Wal­ 
lace would direct the 
secretary of 
the interior to withhold his approval 
of the adjustment of the Northern 
Pacific land grants 
under 
acts 
of 
July 2, 1864, and May 31, 1870, pend­ 
ing a full inquiry to determine the 
rights of the railroad and the gov­ 
ernment. 
Congress was asked to in­ 
vestigate the right of the Northern 
Pacific Railway Company to acquire 
approximately 3,000,000 atfres of gov­ 
ernment land in Idaho, Montana and 
Washington under the terms of these 
old land grants. 
The inquiry, to be conducted by the 
senate postoffice committee, will be j 
directed especially into operations of 
the Alamo Land and Sugar Company, 
of which R. B. Creager, Republican 
national committeeman from Texas, 
is president. 
Consideration of ihe resolution w*as 
blocked by Senator Harrold, Repub­ 
lican, Oklahoma, until he had been 
given permission to insert in the rec­ 
ord a

A PRACTICAL PLAN 


Efforts of R. E. Underwood, county 
farm agent, in bringing 
efore the 
agricultural committee of the Adams 
CJounty Bankers’ Association 
plans 
for a monthly periodical dealing with 
Adams county’s farm 
and * orchard 
problems, ought to be encouraged not 
only by all member banks in the As­ 
sociation, but by fanners and horti- 
culturalists throughout the county. 
A publication, such as that planned 
by County Agent Underwood, is not a 
fad nor an experiment, but a sound 
business proposition to all concerned, 
and has been found of great practical 
value wherever tried. 
County Agent Underwood points 
out that it. is a physical impossibility 
to reach all persons in Adams county 
in the course of a 
year’s 
work. 
Through the medium of the j-ublica- 
tk>n, he plans to disseminate at iegu- 
lar intervals timely information on 
seasonal crops to some 2,000 agricul-, 
ruralists in the county every month, a 
task which he could not possibly ac­ 
complish in a year’s time. 
By helping the County Agent with 
the problems arising in connection 
with the publication of such a pam­ 
phlet, the banks of Adams county 
WEI. in reality, be helping themselves 
to larger bank deposits from the rural 
folk, since the information to be con­ 
tained in the periodical will be of an 
educational nature, w-hich, if carefully 
followed, will net the farmer addi­ 
tional income from his lands and 
orchards. 
While the plan of a regular month­ 
ly publication of this sort is some­ 
thing new in Adams county, it has 
been worked with marked success in 
many other counties in Pennsylvania. 
Better and more profitable farms and 
better living conditions for the rural 
folk are results which have accrued 
wherever the farm journal has been 
instituted, it is pointed out. 
The magazine is to be published en­ 
tirely at the expense of the Bankers’ 
Association, under the plan, for free 
distribution among 2,000 farmers in 
Adams county. 
The circulation list 
will be increased from time to time, 
as conditions warrant. 
Certainly no 
magazine which farmers subscribe to 
at present will deal with the prob­ 
lems of Adams county agriculture as 
will the proposed “Extension—Bank­ 
er—iFarmer,’’ the name chosen for the 
proposed sheet, 
a 
purely 
Adams 
county publication.
